Applicant argues that the streams SVL and SVM in Obikane are not heterogeneous. 
This argument is not persuasive. 

As applicant points out that video SVL is low angle video data obtained by 
photographing a concert by a prescribed musician from the lower part, and video SVM is middle 
angle video obtained by photographing the concert from the front. From this view, video streams 
SVL and SVM are two video streams from different sources because they are captured from 
different angles. That is, the video stream SVL is different from video stream SVM. Thus, SVL 
and SVM equate to two heterogeneous moving picture video streams. 

In view of the above reasons, it is believed that the application is not in condition for 
allowance.
